He Provided Himself With Two Pedo­ 
meters,

Danced the 
“Tango” and Hesitation With 
Startling Results. 


Boston, June 2.—A scientific Har­ 


vard student has measured the hard 


work in modern dances. 
He went to 


a dance and carried along two pedo­ 


meters, one that he attached to his 


leg when executing the tango and the 
oilier when dancing the hesitation. 
Iii dancing the tango five times, 


with encores, he covered four and a 


quarter miles. 
That makes an aver­ 


age of more than four-fifths of a mile 
a dance. 
The hesitation, which was 


sandwiched in between the maxixe 
and tango, served as a rest cure, for 
in four hesitation waltzes the pedome­ 
ter recorded only a little more than 
a half mile, or one-eighth of a -mile a 


dance. 
During the evening, which includes 
about 20 dances, there are usually 
half that number of tangoes, five or 
six hesitations and the rest maxixes. 
A 
dancing 
pair, therefore, 
travels 
roughly, over twelve miles during the 
evening. 
In the course of a single maxixe the 
masculine 
partner 
supports 
three- 
quarters of the bodily weight of his 
partner about 25 times, and, making 
the average weight of the 
girl 
IOO 
pounds, it is easy to calculate that 
the man lifts near 2,000 pounds or a 
whole ton during the course of each 
maxixe dance.

NOW IT’S ROADS OF CEMENT 


Modern Country Thorou9hfare« Con- 
structed of Concrete Require Very 
Little Repairing. 


In a way, it is fortunate that the 
I nited States has been rather slow’ In 
the matter of road-making. The roads 
can now be built of lasting materials, 
such as will withstand the wear of 
motor traffic, which is fast ruining 
Europe s century-old roadways. Last­ 
ing road materials are everywhere 
present in the form of sand and gravel 
from pits and stream beds and brushed 
rock from stone quarries. 
Combined 
with Portland cement into concrete 
they form an inexpensive and perma­ 
nent road surface w’hieh successfully 
resists the usually destructive action 
of automobiles. 
The first consideration in the build­ 
ing of concrete roads iB a careful 
study of local deposits of sand, gravel 
and rock—known as the “aggregate” 
—to see whether they are suitable for 
concrete. 
Sand must be clean and 
hard and must grade uniformly in size 
of grain from one-fourth inch down. 
The same applies 
to gravel and 
crushed rock, except that the largest 
particles commonly allowable are one 
and one-fourth inches in diameter. If 
local materials are usable, a consider­ 
able saving will be effected, as otily 
cement \vill need be freighted. 
It is much faster and cheaper to mix 
the concrete with a machine than by 
hand. 
Depending on the grading of 
the aggregate, the concrete is usually 
proportioned one bag of Portland ce­ 
ment to two cubic feet of sand and 
four cubic feet of screened gravel or 
crushed rock, or one of cement to two 
of sand and three of gravel or rock. 
Daring the grading and draining of 
the road, the “aggregate” is hauled 
and piled at convenient points. 
The 
concrete Is mixed mushy wet, is de­ 
posited to the thickness of six inches 
upon the firm old road-bed, and la 
brought to grade and shape by means 
of a templet. ,In order to shed the 
water to the side drains the surface 
of the dbncrete is given a rise or 
crown in the center of one one-hun­ 
dredth to one seventy-fifth the width 
of the roadway. 
The surface is fin­ 
ished with a wooden float and wire 
broom, by which means there is af­ 
forded perfect footing for horses. At 
intervals of 25 feet the road is divided

Negotiations for increased wages 


were suspended in Chicago Monday 


between the firemen and engineers 


and the General Managers’ commit­ 


tees of ninety-eight railroads west of 
Chicago and St. Louis. 
The final refusal of the railroads to 
grant their demands will be submitted 
to the men and a referendum 'tote on 
the question of a strike will be taken, 
according to W arren S Stone, grand 
chief engineer of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, and W . 
S. 
Carter, president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
men, who have headed a committee 
of employes in the negotiations. 
Mr. Stone said it probably would 
require about thirty days to complete 
the vote and in the meantime no fur­ 
ther proposals would be submitted. 
The negotiations have been going 
on here for nearly three months. The 
railroads involved include practically 
all railroads 
in the 
United States 
west of Chicago and St. Louis, includ­ 
ing the Illinois Central and all lines 
in Canada west of Fort William, ex­ 
cept the Grand Trunk-Pacific. 
The total mileage of the railways 
is about 140,000 miles and more than 
55,000 engineers and firemen, who 
now receive about $67,750,000 annual­ 
ly, are involved. 
According to a statem ent issued by 
the General Managers’ committee th© 
requests of the men would Increase 
the pay rolls of the departm ents ap­ 
proximately 50 per cent. 
The com­ 
m ittee’s statem ent outlined some of 
the principal requests of the em ­ 
ployes as follows: 
‘‘Increases in the 
rates of pay in 
all classes of service; reduction of 
the number of hours, after which 
overtime would be paid from ten to 
eight hours in freight service and 
from ten to five in passenger service; 
increase in the basis of figuring over­ 
tim e to time and a half in freight ser­ 
vice and double time in passenger; 
granting of thirty minutes r e p a r a ­ 
tory time for each trip; allowances 
for terminal delays: increase in the 
differentials paid for running mallet 
engines: increase In differentials be­ 
tween local and through freight; em­ 
ployment of twro firemen on large 
coal-burning engines, 
regardless 
of 
character or length of ru n .” 
The M anagers’ committee held in 
general th at the requests w'ere unrea­ 
sonable, and that there had been no 
change in working conditions which 
would justify the increases asked. 
The reduction of the day in train ser­ 
vice to eight hours, the statem ent 
said, would mean the shortening of 
all railway, divisions and the reloca­ 
te n of yards and shops, ‘‘largely to 
reconstruct the railways at a prohibi­ 
tive cost.” 
‘‘The employes know the only ef­ 
fect of changing the basis of a day’s 
wage would be enormously to in­ 
crease the overtime paid,” the state 
mel t continued.
